The Lions Club Family Fall Fun Festival that took 
place on October 16 at Shipyard Park brought out the 
crowds of people who, for a few hours, did nothing but 
have a good time together. The first event of this sort was 
hosted in 2016 as the brainchild of the then-new club 
president Kimberly Ray. 

“Each new president has the opportunity to plan 
their own event,” Ray explained. But this one was unique 
in that it was 100-percent free. “We wanted people to 
just come out and have family fun, no vendors or things 
to buy. All the Lions jumped to help.... This year I was 
blown away with all the costumes.”

When Ray turned on the dance music that featured 
such seasonal favorites as Monster Mash and Thriller, 
many of those tiny princesses and superheroes galloped, 
as only small children can, over to the gazebo where they 
twirled and kung-fu kicked their young bodies to the 
rhythm of the beat. Truth be told, several grandmothers 
kicked up their heels, too! 

There were game stations where the participants 
tried their hands at pinning the nose on the pumpkin, the 
pumpkin hole toss, pumpkin bowling and, of course, got 
their faces painted. The Lions provided a free pumpkin 
while the supply lasted, as well as apples, cookies, and 
cider.

Boil Order Lifted

The Boil Water Order for Town of Marion residents 
and Town of Rochester residents connected to Marion’s 
town water supply was lifted on Tuesday afternoon. 

Shortly after 3:00 pm, the Town of Marion sent out 
the following bulletin titled, “Drinking Water Problem 
Corrected.” 

“The Town of Marion was notified on October 6, 
2021, that total coliform and E. coli was present in the 
drinking water, and immediately issued a boil water 
order per Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection (MassDEP) requirements. We are pleased to 
report that the problem has been corrected and that it is 
no longer necessary to boil water prior to consumption. 
We apologize for any inconvenience and thank you for 
your patience.” 

Despite testing free of E. coli bacteria on three 
consecutive days last week, town officials were 
disappointed on Friday to learn that the state Department 
of Environmental Protection was hesitant to lift the boil 
order for Marion (and Rochester’s affected residents) due 
to the presence of total coliform in one day’s samples in 
small amounts and at two locations. 

After three consecutive clean testing days, 
Mattapoisett was authorized by DEP to lift its Boil 
Order earlier last week, but Marion and Fairhaven boil 
orders stayed in place. Marion’s Boil Order continued on 
Monday despite further clean testing but was finally lifted 
on Tuesday, only hours before the Special Town Meeting. 

Fairhaven, Marion, Mattapoisett, and Rochester 
are member towns of the Mattapoisett River Valley 
Water District Commission and Water Protection Supply 
Advisory Committee, both of which held their regular 
meetings on October 19.

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two vehicles met, the younger driver always immediately 
backed up to clear the way. Smaller vehicles always 
yielded to larger ones. Eye contact was made with smiles 
and waves to follow. Conversations occurred if one rolled 
down their window. “How are you, how is your family? 
Ihave extra tomatoes, would you like some? Let's get 
together this evening for a glass of wine.” We all seemed 
to have a moment to check in with each other. 

Nature affects any dirt road; it is never the same 
from day to day. This may make you a better driver as 
you learn to back up on demand and to control your car 
in varying weather-determined conditions. I can still hear 
my grandfather Jeremiah yelling at my grandmother 
Lillian, “Ride the range!” as she drove. She had a talent 
for hitting every bump and pothole. 

Through the seasons we go. 

Spring and fall is also known as mud season 
on farms and dirt roads. This is natural and expected. 
Potholes come and go and give us pause to slow down. 
Friends and neighbors came together to restore, mend, 
and care for the road we all traveled. Donations were 
gathered from all for dirt, stone, or shells to patch the 
holes. Families gave what they could. There was no 
minimum or expected amount. The ones with the least 
seemed to give the most. Friends and neighbors used their 
own personal tractors, loaders, and shovels to smooth 
the road. We all seemed to drive a little slower after such 
activities. All seemed thankful for each other’s caring, 
financial support, and sweat equity. 

Winter snow caused us to eagerly await the sound 
of my grandfather’s tractor pulling his triangle-shaped 
stone sled. Two passes were needed to clear the way. We 
played in the piles of snow while shoveling our way to 
the cleared lane. Snow, however, made for a smooth, fun 
road. We did not have AWD or 4WD vehicles to give us 
the advantage. For years, lane residents have plowed the 
road. 

Summertime is dust time on a laneway. If you live 
on a dirt road, you never have a clean car. Mud and dust 
happen, and cling to all surfaces. Driving slow actually 
has a positive effect on this. Just ask anyone walking as 
you speed by, or if you have damp clothes on the line, or 
if the windows are open in your home.

Touching tributes to nature in the form of wildlife 
drawings executed to unique perfection by artist 
and author George B. Emmons are on exhibit at the 
Mattapoisett Public Library now through November 
15. The pencil drawings speak to Emmons’ deep 
understanding and love for birds, fish, local wildlife, and 
for the indigenous people that, once upon a time, were the 
only people in the Americas. 

A self-taught artist, Emmons took up drawing as 
much more than a hobby, nay, more a way to express his 
lifelong reverence for all living things. Growing up on a 
farm as a boy, Emmons was surrounded by nature, which 
clearly imprinted within his mental landscape just how 
glorious the natural environment is. It is his belief that 
“Every living thing has a spirit.” That belief expresses 
itself in his works. 

The Wanderer spent some time discussing with 
Emmons what motivates his artistic endeavors, many of 
which have been featured in these pages over the years. 

“I’m inspired by nature,” he gently stated. Beatrix 
Potter, the children’s author, illustrator, and natural 
scientist, is number one on his list of favorite artists,

he writes his column using a typewriter and his drawings 
from graphite and colored pencils on paper. The charm of 
these works is respite for the soul. 

From his home along the shore in nearby Fairhaven, 
Emmons watches migratory seabirds at sunset, a sight 
that thrills him anew each time, and he is quick to share 
his appreciation of it all, saying, “It is so wonderful to be a 
writer and artist living in this area.”

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Voters Reject Zoning Change 
Marion Special Town Meeting 
By Mick Colageo 

Developer Matt Zuker was visibly stunned by a 
night-ending 34-32 vote against a zoning change that 
would have paved the way for his proposed 48-unit 
residential development along Route 6 near the Wareham 
town line. 

Article 13, the last of the October 19 Special Town 
Meeting at Sippican Elementary School, asked Marion 
voters to consider reclassifying 30 acres of land on 
Bournhurst Road and Wareham Street as Zoning District 
Residence E (multi-family housing). 

Enthusiastically promoted by the Select Board, the 
proposed zoning change would have allowed Zuker to 
build to a higher density than is presently allowed in that 
location. 

Asked what now by The Wanderer, Zuker politely 
declined to comment. 

To validate his goodwill, Zuker had approached 
the Planning Board with a signed deed restriction limiting 
his proposed market-housing development to 48 units. 
He put up $50,000 to fund an infrastructural impact study 
and had pledged to pay for infrastructural connections. 

Town officials feel that Zuker’s concept is in 
line with Marion’s Master Plan, addresses the need for 
moderate-income housing, would create a scenario where 
seniors looking to downsize could afford to age in place, 
and, perhaps most significantly, would add a significant 
number of water and sewer ratepayers, property tax 
revenue, and approximately $1 million in infiltration and 
inflow (I/I). 

To that end, Zuker was invited to present his 
proposed development on a projection screen, a step 
that led citizen (and chair of the Marine Resources 
Commission) Vin Malkoski to consider Moderator 
Brad Gordon’s efforts to confine the conversation to the 
zoning question and not the development itself “out the 
window.” 

The objection began with Joe Zora’s assertion 
that town officials don’t know enough about the project 
to allow a zoning change that could severely stress the 
town’s sewer infrastructure. 
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Former Planning Board member Andrew Daniel 
brought up other projects in town, including Ken Steen’s 
adjacent 40B affordable housing development and 
Sherman Briggs’ proposal at Spring and Mill Streets, and 
doubled down on Zora’s assertion, asking if there are 
“any fears all this growth in a small amount of time will 
pose a serious problem for our infrastructure?” 

Daniel also asked if the analysis of the benefits of 
the development that the Planning Board had asked of the 
applicant while he was serving has been delivered. No 
one in attendance confirmed that it had, but in defending 
the project, Select Board member John Waterman 
said, “We believe this is more in the town’s interests.” 
Waterman said the project will target ages 55 and over 
and will feature first-floor, master bedrooms. 

Alan Harris, the president of the Sippican Lands 
Trust and former vice-chairman of Marion’s Open Space 
Acquisition Commission, disputed the village lifestyle 
promoted by Zuker’s project in contrast to the Briggs 
proposal. “Here you can walk to Kool Kone ... but this is 
not a village,” he said, noting that 96 additional cars will 
affect Route 6 safety. 

Select Board Chairman Norm Hills said that 
those issues would be heavily scrutinized as part of 
the Planning Board’s vetting process and that residents 
should be involved in those discussion. 

Zora’s motion to table the article until the Water 
and Sewer Commissioners (the Select Board members) 
have a complete report of the development'’s effect on the 
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town’s infrastructure received no second and therefore 
did not proceed. 

Waterman told the meeting that the town’s 
comprehensive wastewater management plan is nearly 
complete and will answer many of the questions posed 
by citizens concerned about the article. He said public 
hearings are anticipated in January with engineering firm 
Weston and Samson. 

Zuker’s attorney, Patricia McArdle, stated for the 
record her objection to a two-thirds majority requirement 
to pass, but the zoning change failed to get the simple 
majority, losing by two votes. 

While Article 1, the transfer of $175,000 for an 
upgrade to three-phase power at the Town House was 
readily approved, Article 2 drew scrutiny before it also 
was approved. 

The article to transfer $35,000 from the Waterways 
Account to meet the matching requirement of the Seaport 
Economic Council’s $303,000 grant for design and bid 
documents for a new Harbormaster facility touched off 
another debate about a project design not on trial. 

After Harbormaster Isaac Perry summarized 
the timeline of planning beginning in 2019, the heavily 
criticized presentation of December 2020 and the 
subsequent revisions streamlining the building design, he 
noted that more money will be needed at the 2022 Spring 
Town Meeting as the grant-funding process progresses. 

Andrew Bonney was allowed to present an 
alternative proposal, a single-story building that would be 
“considerably less expensive.” 

Asked by another citizen if the Seaport Economic 
Council’s grant funding is predicated on the design as 
presented, Perry said that the current design is conceptual 
in nature and will go through a fine-tuning process. 

Articles 3 and 4, in which a long-awaited update to 
the existing regional agreement with the Old Rochester 
Regional School District and the authorization for ORR to 
establish a Stability Fund, were approved. 

Opposition to the agreement was focused on the 
ramifications of the rolling three-year average relative 
to the current downturn in Marion student enrollment 
and how the state-prescribed one-man, one-vote might 
threaten Marion’s representation on the ORR School 
Committee. 

Heather Burke, the chair of the ORR School 
Committee, explained that the three-year rolling average 
is meant as a smoothing mechanism. 

Before the votes, School Committee member 
Margaret McSweeny made an impassioned plea, noting 
that she was 2 years old the last time the agreement was 
revised. “There are a lot of what-if’s.... We need this voted 
on tonight and please urge you to say ‘yes.’ It is reviewed 
every five years,” she said. 

Malkoski asked if the smaller capital expenses 
earmarked for ORR’s stabilization fund will be subject 
to Marion’s Capital Improvement Planning Committee’s 
review. Town Administrator Jay McGrail confirmed that 
they will. 
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Several hypotheticals from the floor led voters to 
decisively reject Article 5, a new litter bylaw that would 
have authorized the town to fine those who dispense of 
trash unlawfully. As of now, a state law prohibits people 
from throwing trash out of car windows, but the town has 
no litter law. 

Articles 6 through 9 were approved. 

Article 6 amends the Zoning Bylaws by changing 
the phrase “Selectmen” to “Select Board.” 

Article 7 amended the town’s Code to delete to 
Council on Aging board because for years now the COA 
has been run by the town itself. 

Gordon recused himself for Article 8, as Hills took 
over at the microphone. Voters rapidly approved a change 
to elect the town moderator to a three-year term. 

Article 9 made the tree warden an appointed 
position on an annual basis. 

Article 10, which would have sought to add aquifer 
to the existing Water Supply Protection District, was 
pulled from the agenda and passed over. 

Article 11, the solar bylaw, needed and got more 
than a two-thirds majority. According to Hills, the bylaw 
is intended to clarify what is allowed by-right and what 
requires a special permit. An array of 600 square feet or 
less is allowed by-right. 

Article 12 revised the fees for dog-related licenses. 

Before the meeting, McGrail thanked the town’s 
Water Department personnel for working tirelessly 
to solve the Boil Order that was lifted on Tuesday 
afternoon. McGrail indicated belief that the source of the 
contamination is the Tinkham Lane well in Fairhaven and 
that it reached Marion water because it came through the 
Mattapoisett River Valley water treatment plant. 

“It’s quite extraordinary in how many departments 
were involved, purchasing chlorine, talking to DEP, 
delivering water to the elderly,” he said. 

Before McGrail spoke, Gordon thanked the DPW 
and town staff. “This was a great example of how 
everybody came together, and thank you for that,” he 
said. 

Fire Chief Brian Jackvony spoke before the meeting 
to instruct attendees as to emergency egress. 
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Solar at RMS Subject to Process 
Rochester Special Town Meeting

Three of 13 warrant articles in the October 
18 Rochester Special Town Meeting brought about 
substantial discussion from the floor, but only one article 
drew more than two negative votes while seven articles 
drew unanimous votes of approval. 

The 46-4 vote in favor of Article 11, clearing the 
way for a solar canopy over the Rochester Memorial 
School parking lot, virtually guaranteed a clean sweep 
for the warrant on a night when the stiffest challenge was 
establishing a 50-voter quorum.

Arancio (also chairman of the Zoning Board of Appeals) 
asked for attendees’ patience with him in his new role, but 
Arancio found himself exercising patience when the 7:00 
pm scheduled public meeting at RMS was delayed for 21 
minutes, including nine minutes just two voters short of a 
quorum. 

Once he could call the meeting to order, Arancio 
thanked predecessor Kirby Gilmore and Selectman 
Woody Hartley in his introductory remarks. 

Article 11, which authorizes the Select Board to 
enter into a lease agreement for land and/or air rights for 
the construction of solar canopies over the RMS parking 
lot, caused concern for an abutter to the elementary school 
campus. 

Concerns from the floor included a request for a 
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plan including the exact location of the solar array, and 
a written guarantee that the location would adhere to 
its proposed plan. “I need a warm and fuzzy feeling 
here because it’s been awful for me, personally,” said 

an abutter, noting that “For the people that live in the 
neighborhood, it’s been very detrimental to our homes.” 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey responded that 
the project will be subject to site plan review with 
the Planning Board “... since it has impact on the 
neighborhood.” Screening, fencing, and assorted viewing 
aspects of the project fall under the Planning Board’s area 
of expertise, Bailey said. 

As concerns were articulated, Planning Board 
Chairman Arnie Johnson stood up to explain the vetting 
process including initial meetings followed by an official 
filing, certified mail sent out to abutters, along with two 
weeks of advertising of any public hearings for the project 
in The Wanderer. 

“While we’ve done a lot of solar ... [have not seen 
any conceptual plans,” said Johnson, noting that the 
RMS solar canopy will be the first elevated solar project 
in Rochester, “So it’s going to be interesting how they’re 
going to screen that. This will be the first project that the 
board’s done with elevated solar.” 

There is another solar project, Johnson noted, 
currently going through the vetting process. He said 
the project’s panels are 12 feet off the ground but much 
farther off the road. 

Johnson told the abutter that it would take five of 
a potential seven Planning Board votes to move the RMS 
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array forward and that the applicant would incur the cost 
of any screening dictated by the board. 


In answer to Conservation Commission Chairman Robbins Oil Burner Service 

Chris Gerrior’s question asking if the RMS solar project 
will be subject to all of the town’s solar bylaws, Johnson Heating And Air Conditioning 
replied that the proposal is being filed under site plan 
review. That will address screening, drainage, and ve. 
highway and public safety authorities’ concerns for 18 Nathaniel’s Way 
emergency ingress and egress. Rochester, Mass 02770 
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was appropriate for an additional license rather than 
opening it up to the entire town.” 

The measure passed by a 48-2 vote. 

Voters passed Article 1, which proposed a dog- 
licensing season of January 1 to March 31, after which 
a $25 late fee will be assessed to any applications that 
calendar year. Described by Town Clerk Paul Dawson 
as more of a bookkeeping matter, the change in the 
late schedule is being made to agree with the licensing 
schedule that is based on the calendar year. 

Technically, the bylaw does not apply strictly to 
renewals, but in 99-percent of cases, that is how the bylaw 
will apply. Asked by a citizen if it should be categorized 
as a late fee for renewals, “We apply it in a way that we 
think is equitable to all people,” said Dawson, noting that 
the bylaw says it applies to all dogs. 

Article 2 addressed the Assessor’s office, approving 
a $10,000 commitment to improve the computer system 
(CAMA) for property valuations. 

Article 3 approved a $3,000 addition to the funds 
committed at the May 24 Town Meeting, the money going 
toward the Assessors’ supplemental budget for software 
and support services. 

Article 4 approved spending $10,000 for the 
selectmen’s consulting services (in finding a replacement 
for Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar, who plans to 
stay on as town accountant after her contract expires on 
June 30, 2022).

Facilities Department to meet the raised cost of the 
purchase of a utility truck. 

Article 6 approved the renaming of the Board of 
Selectmen as the Select Board. Its elected members will 
also be officially titled Select Board members rather than 
selectmen. 

Article 8 authorized the town to rescind the 
previously authorized borrowing of $160,000 to purchase 
land between Town Hall and the Congregational Church 
(the board decided against making that purchase). 

Article 9 unanimously approved the Old Rochester 
Regional School District agreement, and likewise Article 
10 authorizes ORR to create its own capital stabilization 
fund. Asked by a citizen, Finance Committee Chairman 
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Kris Stoltenberg said that the committee chose not to vote 
on the motion but left the matter to the selectmen. 

Article 12 approved the transfer of $200,000 to the 
Road Improvement Stabilization Fund, and Article 13 
approved the transfer of $300,00 to the town’s regular 
Stabilization Fund. 


MRC Disputes Tweaks to Aquaculture 
Regulations 
Marion Select Board

The latest draft of regulations for aquaculture 
farming in Marion waters continued to see debate 
on October 18 when Marine Resources Commission 
Chairman Vin Malkoski came before the Marion Select 
Board with questions. Malkoski took umbrage to 
language changes apparently submitted by some board 
members just ahead of the meeting. He felt open public 
discourse of edits should have preceded this night’s 
meeting. 

Putting that aside, there remained some concern 
over mandating three years of experience, requiring 
liability insurance, increased costs associated with a claim, 
and surety bonding. 

Coming forward and taking exception to those 
changes were fish-farming brothers Chris and Mat Bryant, 
who currently hold claims. 

The Bryants wondered how an applicant could 
realize three years of experience without actually 
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performing farming activities. Chris Bryant said that 
when he applied for his permits he would have not 

been qualified. They said that some of the proposed 
regulations are impediments that will “kill the industry” 
in Marion. They said that oyster farming is a benefit to the 
community, given that oysters clean the harbor’s water. 

Malkoski said that oysters raised in public water 
are grown for sale and thus are a business based on the 
public’s trust. He said the updated regulations which 
have taken a year to draft were intended to protect 
that public trust and give the town measurable tools 
when reviewing permit applications and performance 
standards. 

Scott Cowell, a permit holder, expressed his 
viewpoint, saying, “A big reason to have [aquaculture] 
is water quality ... one oyster filters 50 gallons of water a 
day ... it’s cleaning your bay.” He went on to say, “This 
isn’t amoney maker.” He said it is unfair to impose a 
regulation for liability insurance, adding that, “More 
regulations will kill the industry.” 

Deputy Harbormaster Adam Murphy said of the 
updated regulations, “It’s to maintain safety and the safe 
handling of animals.” He said that some people trying to 
enter the aquaculture industry do not possess sufficient 
knowledge on how to handle live animals headed for 
human consumption. He stressed the need to take all 
measures necessary via regulations to ensure the safety of 
the public’s food chain. 

The debate and discussion took up most of the 
90-minute meeting, but agreement was not reached. 

Select Board Chairman Norm Hills moved that the 
matter be continued until the next meeting on November 
2 to allow for town counsel to weigh in on the updated 
regulation language and to grant the public more time for 
review. 

In other matters, Town Administrator Jay McGrail 
said that a Community Compact Grant is being used to 
study the current staffing of positions in the Town House, 
an assessment he said would be ongoing through most 
of the winter, as well as the development of succession 
planning where needed. 

The board made six appointments to the Cultural 
Council. Those appointments were: Anita Allison, Jay 
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Pateakos, Nancy Grogan, Jennifer Peterson, Danae Arone, 
and Wendy Bidstrip. Also appointed to the Fireworks 
Committee was Wendy Rocha. 

A three-pronged event is being planned on 
Saturday, November 6, for the dedication of the Town 
House, new Maritime Facility, and a DPW Facility Open 
House. Confirmation and times are yet to be announced. 

A Boy Scout Soap Box Derby will also be held on 
Saturday, November 6, from 9:00 am to 1:00 pm; Holmes 
Street will be closed to traffic between 8:00 am and 2:00 
pm. 

The next meeting of the Marion Select Board is 
scheduled for Tuesday, November 2, at 6:00 pm. 


Pathway Sees Slow Progress 
Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission

While the October 14 meeting of the Marion Open 
Space Acquisition Commission did not offer updates on 
the Point Road multi-use path or open space maintenance, 
MOSAC Chairman John Rockwell took the opportunity 
to give listeners some backstory where it concerns 
certain aspects of the shared-use pathway that runs from 
Fairhaven into Mattapoisett and remains fragmented 
there and in Marion. 
Not to be confused with the Point Road Path 
that has a regular place on MOSAC’s monthly agenda, 
discussion around the shared-use path meant to 
ultimately span the South Coast and the entire length of 
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Cape Cod touches on obscure points of history in the Tri- 
Town. 

Reading a map, MOSAC member Debbie Ewing 
referenced a green line indicating open space area in 
Washburn Park where the path would intersect. 

As Rockwell described the direction of the 10-foot- 
wide bike path that emanates from the Mattapoisett town 
line, it will cross Route 105 on the east side of the child- 
care facility near the Brew Fish restaurant. 

“That is the location of the New Bedford-Onset 
trolley line,” noted Rockwell, alluding to the erstwhile rail 
system that connected the South Coast from the late 19th 
century into the 1920s. “That piece of property, which is 
under the control of (MOSAC) goes down past Parkway 
Lane, so it intersects with what we refer to as Washburn 
Lane, which is really just a private easement.” 

Rockwell said that traveling up the paved segment 
of Washburn Lane approximately 200 feet - “This is all on 
town property” — it connects to an existing woods road in 
the direction of the old spring house location. Traveling 
along the edge of the multi-purpose field, the path would 
connect to Washburn Road. At that point a “greenway,” 
cyclists would ride with the traffic on either side of the 
road. 

The surface in that stretch is not ideal. Rockwell 
told the commission that the town would often drag 
the stones atop the gravel base. Lacking the equipment 
to flatten the road, people fill potholes in the road with 
stones or asphalt shaving that get cast out, said Rockwell. 
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“It’s wider than it has to be. You only need one 
lane for the traffic speed,” said Rockwell, who said based 
on one lane for traffic that 10 feet in width would be 
sufficient. 

MOSAC would like to see a bike lane on both sides 
of the road, preserving the green strip dividing the traffic 
directions, but Rockwell said that the 250-foot stretch of 
road would need to be rebuilt. 

The funding model for the bike path has changed 
over the years. Rockwell said in the old days, towns 
would pay 10-percent of the costs, but once grant funding 
was being secured the towns needed a Town Meeting 
vote. 

As a state highway project, the commonwealth 
funds the construction but needs to sign off on design 
funded by the individual towns. 

“We're sort of tangentially connected to this as 
we're the landowners of the biggest stretches, so we own 
the railroad bed that goes from the back of Mattapoisett to 
the Brew Fish, and then we own the trolley line that goes 
from 105 past Parkway Lane. And then we - [MOSAC] 
on behalf of the town — we own the old railroad line from 
Washburn Road at the entrance to the park up to 195, and 
then we own the property that borders 195 out to Point 
Road, so we’re the major landowner of this and, really, it’s 
been an effort to target properties over the last 20 years to 
make this possible.” 

As far as ongoing work is concerned, Rockwell 
said he is more involved in the project as the chair of the 
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Pathway Committee. 

Alan Harris, president of the Sippican Lands Trust 
and former MOSAC vice-chairman, attended the MOSAC 
meeting and participated in discussion about signage at 
Goldavitz Bog area property. 

“That is one thing I was going to recommend, 
is maybe trying to get some signage out,” said Ewing. 
“They’re not all easily accessed, but there are places you 
can access, and just to have something that indicates it’s 
Marion Open Space property, especially like where a lot of 
them abut the Sippican Lands Trust property.” 

Rockwell noted that MOSAC member Casey 
Gunschel has made signs for Great Swamp Trail and that 
he has some wood that can be used for posts and other

raw material, plus boundary markers that can attach to a 
post or a tree. 

“We're so lucky to have all this open space,” 
said Ewing, who believes better signage can increase 
awareness. “It’s just such a wonderful thing for Marion to 
have all this property.” 

Rockwell suggested the online placement of pins 
onto Google maps for visitors to download. 

Harris said that a lot of the open spaces and land 
around Aucoot Cove are not easy to access. 

Ewing said that while some areas are not meant to 
be accessed, the areas adjacent to recreation areas need 
improved access. Ewing suggested she coordinate with 
Harris on improving access and signage. 

Wayne Sweet was publicly thanked for 
volunteering to remove garbage that had been deposited 
at Grassi Bog. Rockwell said he had filled out a work 
order with the Department of Public Works before 
receiving the news of Sweet's gift. 

The next meeting of the Marion Open Space 
Acquisition Commission was not scheduled at 
adjournment. 


Money Watchers Gear up for Town Meeting 
Mattapoisett Finance/Capital Planning committees

On October 14, Mattapoisett’s Finance Committee 
met to review the articles being prepared for the Special 
Town Meeting scheduled for Monday, November 8, at 
6:00 pm at Old Rochester Regional High School. 

The draft document contains 12 articles that will 
ask Town Meeting to consider spending some of and 
saving some of the estimated $2 million in free cash that 
Town Administrator Mike Lorenco hopes will be certified 
in the next few business days. 

On the save side of the ledger are such sums 
and accounts as $100,000 of OPEB, $150,000 to Debt 
Stabilization and $150,000 to Capital Stabilization. 

On the spend side for consideration is a new area 
titled Grant Matching Funding; Lorenco hopes that 
$50,000 will be approved so that town contributions 
as required by future matching grants will be more 
accessible. On the spend side will also be: $36,000 for 
costs associated with the cyclical property revaluation 
as required by the Department of Revenue; Employee 
Benefits accrued liability funding at $35,000; town 
building and grounds $65,000; a part-time staff person for 
the Accounting Department $27,500; and $6,000 for a new 
voting machine. 

When questioned about the need to hire a part-time 
staff person for the Accounting Department, Lorenco 
explained that demands on the Accounting Department 
have increased over the last several years primarily due 
to extra documenting and accounting of grant dollars 
received. He said that the same is true for the work 
performed on behalf of local schools. 

“They have more accounting work for the grants 
they have received, and we do that work,” said Lorenco. 
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As things stand now, there is one person processing all the 
bills for the entire town, he said. The part-time position 
will be for 19 hours and, if necessary, could be eliminated 
in the future, Lorenco confirmed. 

Capital expenses are a mere three items going 
into the Special Town Meeting but will have a lasting 
impact on the community, it is believed by all committee 
members in attendance. Those items are: $640,000 for 
anew fire engine; $35,000 for repairs to the Transfer 
Station’s loader; and a new Ford 550 truck. The Highway 
Department truck, Lorenco asserted, is necessary for snow 
plowing and sanding operations. He said an older vehicle 
will be replaced by this new piece. 

Two articles planned by the Water Department 
remained pending for review, as Superintendent Henri 
Renauld has been focused on the contaminated water 
emergency, Lorenco said. He said, however, that the 
articles would deal with Renauld’s proposal to reallocate 
the Enterprise Funds previously approved by Town 
Meeting for improvement projects that came in under 
budget. 

Finance Committee Chairman Pat Donoghue 
brought up the subject of village roads repairs, wishing 
to keep the planned work forefront in everyone’s mind. 
She said she didn’t want the town to continue pushing 
off needed repairs. Lorenco said that the possible release 
of funding through the American Rescue Plan Act 
(ARPA) may become available to the town for this major 
infrastructure project but that more information is needed. 
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Over at the Capital Planning Committee meeting 
on October 18, Chairman Chuck McCullough stated in a 
follow-up that the committee members were in agreement 
that capital expenditures for a new fire engine, new Ford 
550 truck for the Highway Department, and repairs to the 
Transfer Station Loader cannot wait until the Spring Town 
Meeting and need to be acted upon now. He said that 
especially significant in their decision to support those 
requests at this time is that the two vehicles will both 
have long lead times, up to at least 18 months before they 
would be delivered to the community. 

Future meeting dates for both committees were not 
immediately available. 


More COVID-19 in October 
Marion Board of Health

In her Public Health Director / Nurse Report 
to Tuesday’s meeting of the Marion Board of Health, 

Lori Desmarais said there are 41 active COVID-19 cases 
including 25 over the last two weeks. 

There were 39 positive cases in Marion in 
September 30, but that number has risen to 53 so far into 
October; 20 of those cases are with children under age 12. 
There are four positives among ages 12-15, none among 
ages 16-19, three among ages 20-29, 11 among ages 30-49, 
11 among ages 50-64, four among ages 64-75, and two 
who are over age 75. 

Of the 53 October cases, 33 were eligible to be 
vaccinated. Of those 33, 16 were unvaccinated. Among 
those who were vaccinated, 10 had received the Pfizer- 
brand vaccine, five had received the Moderna vaccine, 
and two had received the Johnson & Johnson. 

On October 19, Sippican Elementary School had 10 
people in the “test and stay” program and nine testing 
positive and in quarantine as a result. Sippican has had 23 
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positive cases so far this academic year. 

The numbers are better at Old Rochester Regional, 
with five junior high personnel in quarantine, one positive 
test, and five for the school year. At the high school, there 
have also been five positive tests this academic year, but 
there is currently only one in the test and stay program 
and none in quarantine. 

Tabor Academy held random testing last week, and 
among the 116 tests two were positive. 

Desmarais anticipates news next week of approval 
for half-dose boosters of the Moderna vaccine. She also 
has attended discussions where approval for ages 5-11 are 
being held. 

Dr. Ed Hoffer, a practicing physician and chairman 
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of the Board of Health, said that the Moderna vaccine 
has been a better vaccine in that it has kept antibodies up 
much higher than the Pfizer vaccine. He also said that 
those who originally received the Johnson and Johnson 
vaccine who are also seeking a booster are “better off” 
switching brands. 

Dr. John Howard, board member and also a 
practicing physician, noted that even the adults who have 
been vaccinated and subsequently tested positive for 
COVID-19 have had “mild cases.” 

Desmarais said the only one October case from 
Marion was hospitalized as a result. 

Estimating that the data indicates a 10-1 advantage 
for vaccinated people over unvaccinated, Hoffer said, 
“Vaccinations will never be perfect, but they are pretty 
good.” 

Since the beginning of the outbreak, Marion has 
documented 540 COVID-19 cases. 

Desmarais also reported on flu vaccine clinics held 
on October 14, including a drive-thru and a smaller clinic 
at Cushing Community Center. 

Board of Health member Dot Brown and Health 
Agent Ana Wimmer will look into the possibility of 
creating regulations for the routine testing of private wells 
in Marion. 

“As near as we can tell, there are no regulations 
governing private wells as far as routine testing,” said 
Hoffer, suggesting there should be a minimal annual 
requirement for testing by homeowners with wells who 
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are not hooked into town water. Hoffer, with a hint of 
a chuckle, did allow for the irony of last week’s public 
water crisis posing a challenge to the idea. 

If a residence sits near an agricultural area (bogs, 
for instance), it would be recommended for more frequent 
testing and for more contaminants. 

Brown noted that aquifer protection rules would 
be up for vote on Town Meeting floor later Tuesday. 

The Board of Health received a letter from the Planning 
Board indicating that while state regulations prevent any 
drainage into an aquifer district, the Town of Marion has 
no such regulation. One advantage the Board of Health 
has over the Planning Board is in its ability to address 
conditions resulting from problems created prior to a 
regulation’s existence. 

The Board of Health also discussed regulations 
in light of a dumpster complaint from resident (and 
member of both Marion’s Planning Board and Energy 
Management Committee) Eileen Marum, who reported 
that dumpsters at her residence have been overflowing 
during renovation work. Debris from the construction 
project has apparently left no room for residents’ trash, 
and as a result the overflow is available to animals. 

“I can see why that would be annoying,” said 
Hoffer, noting that the situation at Marconi Village 
Apartments is being considered a health issue. 

Wimmer reported that she and Desmarais spoke 
with SK Management, which runs Marconi Village 
Apartments. “They said that they usually have the 
people that do those renovations take the trash out of the 
property,” said Wimmer, who added that record keeping 
is key to the ongoing effort to establish accountability. 

The management company plans to keep record 
of any requests from trash collecting company Republic. 
“That way there’s a paper trail,” said Wimmer. 

Wimmer will receive Maven training (microblading 
and permanent makeup), as Marion seeks to have more 
people become literate in the science so it can more 
effectively recognize appropriate health standards in light 
of the recent increase in COVID-19 cases in town. 

In her Health Agent Report, Wimmer said two body 
art studios are in the permitting process. Two people are 
in training at one of the studios, while the other studio 
has completed training and should be applying for an 
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operating permit shortly. A third establishment has 
indicated interest. 

Now that the Boil Order has been lifted, Wimmer 
intends to start scheduling food inspections at restaurants 
around town. 

Hoffer said the BOH remains under budget for 
2021. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health is 
scheduled for Tuesday, November 2, at 4:00 pm. 


Cases Pushed Down Road 
Mattapoisett Planning Board

The October 18 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Planning Board found the board handing out 
continuances, one extension, and a postponement. 

On the postponement front, a draft of a new solar 
bylaw that the board had been working diligently to have 
prepared in time for the mandatory two rounds of public 
meetings before heading to the Spring Town Meeting has 
been put on hold by the Select Board. 

The Select Board believes a new bylaw should be 
presented at the more all-encompassing Spring Town 
Meeting versus a Fall Town Meeting (scheduled for 
November 8). Fall town meetings are generally used 


to handle financial matters not anticipated after the 
Spring Town Meeting as well as other spending articles. 
Public hearings for the proposed new solar bylaws are 
tentatively scheduled for March 7 and 14, 2022. 

On the matter of an extension, the Park Lane 
subdivision project represented by Douglas Schneider of 
Schneider, Davignon, & Leone, Inc. was first continued 
until December 6. The continuance allows the engineer 
more time to work with the town regarding drainage 
designs primarily centered on a transition of the roadway 
from public to private. Then the entire matter was 
extended until December 20 to give the Planning Board 
time to act after hearing results on matters involving the 
public to private roadway. 

Beals and Thomas, the engineering firm 
representing Randall Lane Solar, LLC, submitted written 
requests for continuance of three matters before the board, 
an ANR for the creation of a four-lot subdivision, site 
plan review for the proposed solar array, and application 
for activity within a flood hazard. The review and public 
hearings were all continued to November 1. 

Also continued to November 1 was the site plan 
review for Eldridge Estates, a three-lot subdivision off 
Prospect Road.

House Additions Approved 
Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Two single-home extensions were granted special 
permits during the October 14 meeting of the Marion 
Zoning Board of Appeals. 

Janvrin Demler applied for a Special Permit under 
Section 230-6.1c of the town’s zoning bylaws to allow the 
extension of an existing non-conforming residence at 80 
Front Street. 

Will Saltonstall of Saltonstall Architects, 
representing the Demlers, said the couple is looking to 
create a more “fuller-time residence” in Marion. 

As Saltonstall described the plan while sharing the 
plans with his computer screen, two areas of addition will 
be made, one toward the back razing an old structure and 
expanding the existing house over part of that footprint, 
while also adding a smaller addition toward the front of 
the house. A screened-in porch and deck will be replaced, 
the latter in a slightly smaller footprint. 

The old structure to be turned down as part of 
the project sits 4.4 feet from the side yard lot boundary; 
Saltonstall is proposing an addition to the existing house 
that will bring it to within a 9.6-foot setback of the same 
lot line. 

ZBA member Will Tifft asked about the foundation 
and the potential for closing in areas presently planned 
for outdoor porch space. 

“We have some ledge issues on the site that are 
going to be fun... so the screened porch will not be 
built in a manner than can be closed in later,” explained 
Saltonstall. 

There are two bathrooms in the existing house, and 
there will be two in the revised property. 

ZBA members Margie Baldwin and Ed Hoffer 
looked at the site and both said the new plan will improve

the property for abutters as well as the residents. 

Saltonstall also represented Steve Sughrue, who 
applied for a Special Permit under Section 230-6.1c of the 
town’s zoning bylaws to allow the extension of an existing 
non-conforming residence at 663 Point Road.

Halloween Kills. Starring Jamie Lee Curtis and Judy 
Greer. Directed by David Gordon Green. Running time: 
105 minutes. MPAA rating: R. Now playing in theaters 
and streaming on Peacock Premium. 

It’s difficult to judge Halloween Kills, since it’s the 
middle film in what’s going to be a trilogy (the capper, 
Halloween Ends, starts filming in January for release next 
October). What’s more, this trilogy, under the stewardship 
of director David Gordon Green and his writing- 
producing partner Danny McBride, looks as if it’s going 
to be all about fear and its destructive or self-destructive 
variations. Green and McBride (joined on the script here 
by Scott Teems) are devoted to this idea, often to the point 
of straining credulity. People in the movie act stupidly 
all the time, but not because they’re stupid — they’ re 
afraid. The problem is, they’re still doing dumb-ass stuff 
and we’re still going “Oh, come on.” It doesn’t matter 
why characters do stupid things; they’re going to read 
to us as stupid people, and we’re going to wonder why 
we’ re spending time with them, unless it’s a farce, which, 
despite some ridiculous moments, Halloween Kills is not. 

David Gordon Green is going to take his moment 
in the Halloween franchise’s history to instruct us (literally, 
the theme is spelled out near the end) on fear and its 
sociopolitically deranging aspects. As such, Halloween 
Kills will be more interesting for horror academics to nosh 
on than for humble horror fans who just want a good 
scare. (Which, as original director John Carpenter assured 
us forty-three Halloweens ago, we’re all entitled to.) The 
academics will find great meaning, for instance, in two 
couples here — an interracial couple and a gay couple — 
who are butchered by series superslasher Michael Myers. 
Do they die for their “sins”? I’m going to guess not. 
Michael, you see, represents fear, and fear in the form of 
violent bigotry kills such couples. If Green didn’t actually 
intend that, I’ll be annoyed. But also relieved. 

There was a psychiatrist in Green’s previous 
Halloween movie whose baffling actions worked better 
as subtext than as text. As subtext, we could see why 
Green wanted to go there. As text, it made no sense. And 
Halloween Kills is loaded with stuff like that. I guarantee 
you someone with a hearty appetite for symbology will 
read all sorts of jolly things into the movie, which prove 
it’s really about [insert grand concept here]. But if you’re 
just hanging out and being told this story, there’s way too 
much stuff that makes you go “Wait a minute.” 

A big chunk of the film has to do with an enraged 
mob, led by original 1978 near-victim Tommy Doyle 
(Anthony Michael Hall, credible as a muscleheaded

twerp), which eventually drives an innocent person to 
their death. For a reel or so, suddenly we're in bargain-bin 
Ibsen or Arthur Miller. Now, I can nod coolly and claim 
to find all kinds of subtextual merit in this sub-subplot — 
Michael/ fear turns people into killers — but my honest 
response while watching was “This is frickin’ stupid.” Is 
there going to be a whole third movie of things like this? 
Halloween Kills picks up the minute Halloween 2018 left off, 
so franchise heroine Laurie Strode (Jamie Lee Curtis) is 
sidelined due to injuries incurred last time. Having read 
the script, Laurie knows exactly what Michael is and why 
he (fear) must be Faced and Defeated. She talks about this 
frequently, when she’s supposed to be concentrating on 
not bleeding out from the stitches she’s ripped. 

Almost as frequent are the gory deaths; every 
so often, Green snaps awake and brings someone into 
Michael’s path so that he can end them brutally. Corpses 
are always being happened upon, causing fear and grief. 
The mob rises, carried by the simplistic slogan / chant 
“Evil dies tonight!” Laurie convalesces with Deputy 
Hawkins (Will Patton), who gets a couple of flashbacks 
detailing his mishaps with Michael on that night in 1978 
and the cop who offers to cover it up — suddenly we're 
in small-town Sidney Lumet. Green stops the narrative 
dead so the cop can lay out what their official story is 
going to be. Again, this is yet another illustration of PTSD 
persisting for decades — the deputy is still miserable 
about his brush with Fear forty years later — but it feels 
dangerously like a sidetrack. 

Halloween Kills is so obsessed with fear that 
it defines the actions and fate of everyone onscreen; 
how ironic that the movie packs so few scares. Green’s 
Halloween films may be the only movies ever made that 
concern an unstoppable killer butchering people but 
aren’t really horror movies. His first attempt worked 
because his concept was fresher then, but now it isn’t, and 
he has his work cut out for him on the next one. Halloween 
Kills isn’t hackwork by any means; the craft is high, the 
violence blunt and punishing, some of the performances 
believably rattled. (MVP for me: Robert Longstreet as the 
grown former bully Lonnie, who has a beer-scented soul- 
patch authenticity about him; he seems to have stepped 
out of a late-’70s Stephen King book.) I can even respect 
what Green is trying to do with these films in theory. But 
in practice ... oof. Green meditates on fear; John Carpenter 
inspired it. 
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Still, other complications face Phase 2a, Kelleher 
explained. 

Phase 2a, a portion of the bike-path design that 
would wend the pathway from the intersection of Depot 
Street and Good Speed Island to Industrial Drive, will 
require easements that have yet to be mapped, including 
wetland delineations, and assessed for value. Kelleher 
said he had believed there were monies remaining from 
a Community Preservation Act grant that the project 
received in 2016. However, he has since learned that 
the funds were exhausted on other engineering work 
associated with the bike path. 

Deepening the complexity of getting the next phase 
started is the lapse of easements approved at a 1997 Town 
Meeting but eventually expired due to a lack of action. “It 
passed at Town Meeting, but it was never acted upon.... 
There is no record of a taking,” Kelleher stated. He further 
stated that in 2001 the then sitting Board of Selectmen 
took what should have been an easement for the bike 
path, instead using it for a sewer right-of-way. 

Work continues, Kelleher said, with Town 
Administrator Mike Lorenco trying with Attorney 
Matthew Thomas to untangle the land issues and get 
assessments for any land for which taksing and easements 
will be necessary. “Possibly next month or so we should 
have costs and get this thing going,” he said. 

New member Dick Grahn asked, “Is there an action 
plan that scopes out the vision?” Kelleher responded, “We 
need to get ready to push on Phase 2a to get on the TIP

(Massachusetts Transportation Improvement Program) 
over the next three to five years.” Continuing on, Kelleher 
said it’s a two-pronged approach. “One, the $500,000 for 
Industrial Drive and, two, get an article to Town Meeting 
to get easement rights and appraisals.” 

On a happier note, Kelleher said that the Friends of 
the Mattapoisett Bike Path has secured approval from the 
Select Board on the style of benches and bike racks that 
it may purchase and place along Phase 1b when it opens 
and along the recently completed connector at the end of 
Industrial Drive to the Marion line. 

The board also recently approved the installation 
of a stop sign at the intersection of Bay Club Drive and

The committee, which had reviewed the draft of 
Sippican School’s two-year School Improvement Plan, 
voted to approve. 

Before the vote, Sippican School Principal Marla 
Sirois reviewed the plan, highlighting project-based 
learning assignments focusing on literacy in the areas of 
remedial, informational, and communication technology. 

Year-one projects will be shared with grade-level 
audiences and showcases will reflect on the overall ORR 
vision for 21st Century Learning. 

Nelson updated the committee on the Sippican 
School egress project, an emergency plan for a second 
route out to Route 6 that was not completed during the 
summer due to a delay in bids for the project. That work 
is now underway with an anticipated completion date of 
December 31. 

Sirois told the committee that features including 
student suggestions will be added to the playground 
when it is restored after the egress work is completed. 

In her Principal’s Report, Sirois highlighted work 
being done to reach out to families to foster a sense of 
belonging in keeping with district goals and to encourage 
school attendance. She reported a 95-percent attendance 
for the month of September; Grades 4-6 were above 
97-percent. 

Sirois welcomed back teacher Erin Kirk. 

Buttonwood Park Zoo representatives brought 
animals to present for students’ learning. 

Assistant Superintendent of Finance and 
Operations Howie Barber delivered documents relating to 
the summary FY21 report and revolving account activities 
for all of FY21 and first quarter for FY22 (July 1 through 
September 30, 2021). 

Of the approximate $6,300,000 school operating 
budget, all but $24,000 has been spent and, according 
to Barber ,will be transferred back to Marion’s free-cash 
account. 

Breakfast and lunch counts are much higher for the 
2021-22 academic year. 

The committee also received a report from 
Barber via Gene Jones, the facilities manager, on the 
building updates. Air purifiers have been installed in 
every classroom at Sippican School. Barber also told the 
committee that a meeting would be held later this month 
in which FY23 capital needs will be reported. 

In his Central Administration Report, Nelson called 
the air purifiers “an important piece of the puzzle for us,” 
noting that positive reports on air quality have come in. 

ORR’s COVID-19 testing operation in concert 
with the state Department of Elementary and Secondary 
Education (DESE) is up and running. — Nelson reported 
23 COVID positive tests to date at Sippican, including 
13 cases in isolation as of the meeting and noted that 
safeguards are being strictly followed. 

He credited Jones and Food Services Director Jill 
Henesey for their diligence in ensuring student safety 
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since the Boil Water Order that was still in effect for the 
Town of Marion entering the October 18-22 school week. 

Assistant Superintendent of Teaching and Learning 
Dr. Jannell Pearson-Campbell provided a snapshot of 
current happenings, including professional development 
opportunities for ORR faculty and nursing staffs. 

A full day of professional development is scheduled 
for Friday, November 12, when district teachers will be 
engaged in activities relating to project-based learning, 
responsive classroom, and dyslexia. 

Michelle Smith reported on Building and SMEC 
subcommittee meetings and encouraged listeners to 
support the Building Subcommittee’s goals at the October 
19 Town Meeting. 

The committee entered executive session to discuss 
collective bargaining strategy and compliance with 
federal law and only returned to public session to adjourn 
the meeting. 

The next meeting of the Marion School Committee 
is scheduled for Wednesday, December 1, at 6:30 pm, and 
the next JSC meeting is set for January 20.

From the Files of the 
Rochester Historical Society

The East Rochester Congregational Church, our 
museum, is on the National Register of Historic Places 
due to the hard work of Betty Beaulieu. Looking through 
the material that she collected during the application 
process, I developed an appreciation for the church’s 
Ladies’ Sewing Circle. 

The church that was built in 1857 has undergone 
many changes, as would be expected of any building 
of this age. The biggest changes came in 1892 when the 
gallery was taken down, a portico was put on the front,

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the platform was enlarged, and new pews and new 
pulpit furniture were put in. Here’s where the Ladies’ 
Sewing Circle comes in. They were the ones who ran the 
campaign to raise the $500 needed to pay for the repairs 
and improvements. 

In 1900, the inside shutters were put up and in 
1907, the annual meeting voted to patch the roof, rebuild 
the outside chimney, and put a new brick underpinning 
beneath the church entrance. The Ladies’ Sewing Circle, 
seen in the accompanying picture, again raised $500 in 
1911 for more repairs. The church was shingled, and a 
new metal

New carpets

installed. The women in the picture that have been named 
are front and leaning left: Lillian Kelly, second row Ella 
Beaton, ?,?,? and standing from left, ?, Clara Thomas Galt, 
Jemima Beaton, and Grace Cowan. 

Work on upgrades and repairs was constant over 
the years. Some highlights were 1915 when electric lights 
were installed, 1928 when a new door was placed at the 
southwest corner and a memorial stained-glass window 
added, in 1932 when an organ was donated, 1940 when 
the kitchen was updated, 1963 when a new furnace was 
installed, and 1986 when a bathroom in the basement 
replaced the outhouse (featured during our October 2 
event). 

Since the Rochester Historical Society took 
ownership in 2003, they have taken over the care and 
repairs that are needed for this historic place. The roof 
has been replaced, some organ repairs have been made, 
the building has been painted, the side stairs have been 
replaced, and most recently, work was done on the 
steeple. 

It goes without saying that maintenance of an 
almost 65-year-old building is both time consuming 
and expensive. I like to say that we’ve paid for the work 
one cupcake at a time, but the money we make through 
clothing, books, bake sales, memberships, and donations 
is our only source of income and it goes directly into 
society programs and maintaining the building. The free 
labor we get from Art Benner, the Phinneys, and other 
members is a godsend, and they all follow in the footsteps 
of the Ladies’ Sewing Circle. 
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SHS Speaker Series 

The SHS Speaker Series continues on November 
11 at 7:00 pm in the Marion Music Hall with a special 
Veterans Day event. Local collector Benjamin Dunham 
will offer an in-person lecture /slideshow on the etchings 
of British artist J. Alphege Brewer, which will be on 
display before and during the presentation. 

In the second decade of the 20th century, Brewer 
made his fame producing large, color etchings of 
European cathedrals and other historical buildings 
damaged or threatened during WWI. In both the United 
States and Great Britain, these etchings and reproductions 
were proudly hung on parlor walls in solidarity with the 
Allied cause and as a remembrance of the devastating 
cultural losses inflicted by the onslaught of war. 

A selection of Brewer’s original WWI etchings will 
be on display at the Marion Music Hall from 12:00 pm to 
5:00 pm on November 11 and in the half-hour before the 
lecture. 

This event complements the exhibit beginning 
November 4 at the Sippican Historical Society of the 
WW/1illustrations of Charles Dana Gibson. In the years 
surrounding the turn of the 20th century, Gibson (creator 
of the “Gibson Girl”) summered in Marion along with 
his journalist friend Richard Harding Davis and other 
renowned artists. During WWI, Gibson led the Division 
of Pictorial Publicity for the Committee on Public 
Information, an independent government agency created 
by President Wilson. In 1914, Davis wrote colorful reports 
of the German invasion of Belgium and the threat to some 
of the same buildings pictured in Brewer’s etchings. The 
exhibit at the SHS will run through January 15. 

Copies of Dunham’s newly published book, 
“Etched in Memory: The Elevated Art of J. Alphege 
Brewer,” are currently available for purchase at the 
Sippican Historical Society Shop. Following the lecture on 
November 11, Dunham will sign purchased copies of the 
book, which is based on the material at his website, www. 
JAlphegeBrewer.info.
